WOMAN IS CONVICT IN 
PENITENTIARY HERE 


Serving Time for Beating and 
Starving Little Girl Left in Her 
Charge—Denies- She Tried to 
Kill Child. 


Butte, Mont., April 20.—Pathetic in 
the extreme is the story unfolded in 
the district court of this city by the re- 
jecipt ofa letler from Mrs. Edith Hriek- 
son, an inmate of the Alberta peniten- 
tiary at Edmonton. The letter was 
written in Finnish and intended for 
Erick Eriekson, husband of the writer. 
Clerk Foley of the court received the 
letter, 

The husband recently instituted suit 
for divorce on the grounds that his 
wife, Edith Erickson, is a convict and 
is serving two years for beating and 
starving a little girl who had been in 
her charge by Erickson when he came 
to Bulte to work in the mines during 
the past winter, The girl-js a niece 
of Erickson's. 

Mrs. Erickson. blames her husband 
for leaving the child with her when he 
knew that she did not want the child. 
Mrs. Erickson admits that she beat 
the child but denies that she tried to
